In the beginning of September my work was interrupted for two os by 
a call to the bedside of a sick mother in Pennsylvania. During my 9 
I preached one sermon and delivered three missionary addresses. 


VACANT POINTS REQUIRING SPECIAL ATTENTION, ; 

1. Ottawa and Garnett. These points have been supplied almost 4 
every two weeks during the last four months by the President, Rev. W. M. 
Sparr, Dr. A. M. Geiger, Rev. J. F. Scherer, and the Traveling Secretary. 

Ottawa has a neat chapel situated in the southwest suburbs. A street-car 
line recently extended in that direction makes it much more accessible to 
church-goers than formerly. It has seventeen communicant members, an 
active Woman’s Missionary ‘Society, and can raise two hundred and ae | dol- 
lars for the support of a pastor. | 

Garnett, the county seat of Anderson county, was organized on the ‘tenth 
day of August, 1890, with a charter membership of seventeen. (This congre- 
gation has adopted the Constitution recommended by the Board of Home 
Missions, and wil! make application for membership in this body at this meet- 
fag of Synod.) Suitable lots for a church building have already been 
selected, and plans are in operation to secure them. At present the United 
Brethren church is rented for services every two weeks, The congregation 
can raise three hundred dollars for pastor's salary—over half of this amount 
in already subscribed. With the disposition at present manifested, it would 
Rot sdem difficult to raise fifteen hundred dollars toward the erection of a 
church building during the coming year. 

Central City and Greeley, the one point ten miles west, the other the same 
distance east, each containing four or five Lutheran families, could be taken 
Up as preaching stations and organized into a pastorate with Garnett. | 

In our lengthy and persistent correspondence with the Board of Home 
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Missions, concerning the importance of sustaining Ottawa and Garnett, it has 
been recommended, im view of the lack of funds, to request these two points 
to unite themselves into one pastorate for the present, and the Board will 
make an appropriation sufficient to secure the services of a suitable man. 
Several brethren have visited these points, and it is hoped and believed 
that these two 9 points will soon be supplied by a permanent pastor. 
2. Washington, Greenleaf and Barnes. By direction of the President of 
Synod, Rev. Si B. Hyman was sent to supply these points until they should 
secure a permanent pastor. After a somewhat extended canvass of this field 
by house-to-house visitation, I am persuaded there is plenty of Lutheran and 
un-Luatheran material to work on in this territory. 
In answer to our tirgent request made to the Board of Home Missions to 
come to the aid of this field, we were again reminded of the lack of funds, 
and it was also recommended by the General Secretaries that these three 
points should be organized into a self-supporting charge. Rev. J. F. Spon- 
seller and Rev. J. E. Maurer also visited this field in the last few months, 
either of whom, we doubt not, would be acceptable to the people, and would 
do good work. | 
The importance of combining convenient points into self-sustaining pastor- 
ates is very much emphasized by our Boards at the present time. This sug- 
gestion comes to us with peculiar force, when we remember that nearly one- 
fourth of all the Home Mission funds of the General Synod are appropriated 
annually to mission points within the bounds of the Kansas Synod. Some of 


prospects for self-support are not as good as they were ten years ago. We 
could not advise the abandonment of such points, but wherever it is possible, 
we should strengthen them by organizing preaching stations within supporting 
distance. Many pastorates in Pennsylvania and Ohio consist of three and 
four congregations. If each point was isolated and alone, it would not be 
self-supporting to-day, It may not be wise to multiply the number of organi- 
zations unduly, but the establishment of preaching stations within supporting 
distance of the points already organized should certainly be encouraged. 

Our strongest rivals in Christian work do not hesitate to organize a church 
in every school district, if a few earnest souls can be found who are willing to 
lodge the itinerant preacher once a month. These suggestions will apply to 
nearly all our vacant points in Kansas. In view of strengthening the weak 
places, we would suggest the grouping of these points as far as it is practicable. 
For instance, let Perth be joined with Portland and Walton Centre, Bunker 
Hill with Wilson, Norcatur with Oberlin and Long Island, Valley Falls with 


“Strengthen the things that remain.” Our churches need a spiri/ual 
awakening. Our people are liberal, but there are not enough of them. We 
need accessions of consecrated men and women who will help push forward 
the work. The increase from the children born and reared in the Church is 
too slow in the new West. We must press the claims of the Gospel upon the 
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ansaved outside of the Church. In the older communities the class of cate 
chumens gathered and instructed annually by the pastor and confirmed on 
Easter will equal, if not exceed, the losses sustained by death and removals. 
Here we must employ a more aggressive method of evangelization, or the 
masses will remain unchurched and our membership become scattered and de-

| of Christ.“ Many of our pastors are planning for an aggressive campaign in 


this coming year, by which they hope to enlarge the borders of Zion, “to 
lengthen her cords and strengthen her stakes.“ 
* 
POINTS OF SPECIAL IMPORTANCE RECENTLY OCCUPIED, 


1. Leavenworth and Wichita are points of vital interest to this Synod. The 


one, the oldest and one of the principal cities in Eastern Kansas; the other, 
the youngest and most important commercial centre in the Southwestern part 
of the State. 

The difficulties in these two fields are very similar, and their needs are 
identical. A house of worship, centrally located, is the great need in both. 
A comfortable church home would greatly strengthen the work. Many who 
now stand aloof would then identify themselves with the work. Our mission- 
aries in these points are doing all that can be done to gather and hold together 
our Lutheran material. These brethren cannot suceeed without the liberal 
support of the Boards, and the sympathy and co operation of this Synod. 

PROSPECTIVE POINTS. 

1. Kansas City, Kansas. During the last few years this city has advanced 
to the proud position of the er of Kansas. We have no name or hab- 
tation as yet in that gateway to our great and growing Commonwealth. It 
may be that the time is not yet here for ug to set up our banners. It is not hard 
to set up the banner, but to maintain it is the difficulty. The question is, have 
we the money and the material on the ground to guarantee success. Some 
who are best able to judge seem to think we have not. The lack of funds on 
the part of the Boards has also caused us to hesitate in planting our church in 
this field. 

2. Arkansas City, Independence and Fort Scott are all in the same cate- 
gory. Our lack of ability is all that keeps us from occupying these important 
fentres. But it behooves us to watch our opportunity. 

THE FINANCIAL PROBLEM. 

The difficulty of sustaining this Synodical Missionary and evangelistic work 
will no doubt engage the serious attention of this Synod at this time. : 

One reason why I feel free in speaking of this matter is that my engage- 
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ment with the “Board of Directors” ends with this meeting of Synod. I 
have been in this business long enough to know that it is not a position to be 
coveted by one who seeks ease and the comforts of home. There are some 
discouraging features that present themselves. 

The almost total failure of crops in the western half of the Sante hes vets 
seriously crippled some of our churches. Besides this, and possibly greater 
than this, is the loss of two of our ablest and most enthusiastic supporters. 

No one will dispute the fact that the revival of this work at the last meeting 
of our Synod was due to the efforts of our lamented and beloved Brother Got- 
wald. His liberal subscription, and verbal assurance of additional support 
are sufficient evidence of the warm interest which he felt in the work. 

Although he did not live to see the work inaugurated, yet his faithful and 
sorrowing wife promptly paid the amount of his pledge into the hands of our 
Treasurer. Were he alive to-day, and sitting among us, he would still, I 
doubt not, be an ardent supporter of this work, and his strong and liberal 
hand would assist immensely in solving this financial problem. 

Another brother, on whom we leaned in the past, who, a few years ago, 
proposed to put a State Evangelist in the field at his own charges, was com- 
pelled, through financial misfortune, even to withdraw the liberal subscription 
he had made to this work one year ago. With these serious and irretrievable 
losses from the ranks of our supporters, we look with some trembling into the 
future. 

It does not seem that many, or at least a sufficient number, are willing to 
make the necessary sacrifices to maintain this work. Nearly three-fourths of 
the amount contributed toward the support of this work during the past five 
months has come from the poorly-paicd ministers of the Kansas Synod. Some 
who receive the smallest salaries have contributed ten dollars and over to this 
special work. Rev. D. S. Altman the other day sent us one dollar, which 
was contributed by a poor widow, the mother of six small children, supporting 
them with the labor of her own hands, and when it was suggested to her that 
she had better use this money for the benefit of her own family, she insisted 
that a part of her income, thoagh small, belonged to the Lord. 

The Pittsburgh Synod has for some years kept a Missionary President 
in the field, supporting him by an assessment per member, but this plan would 
not be practicable in our Synod, as our membership is yet too small. 

Ia the Nebraska Synod the Traveling Secretary is supported wholly by 
voluntary contributions. The Missouri Lutherans have two men engaged in 
general missionary work in this State. Their support is obtained by collec- 
tions and by means of missionary ſestivals held monthly or quarterly in differ- 
ent parts of the field. 

At the last meeting of the Allegheny Synod, a 8 was appointed to 
put a Synodical missionary in the field. If this work is to be continued in 
the Synod of Kansas, some action must be taken to justify the ‘ Board of 
Directors” in employing such a missionary.

It is not necessary in this general report to give an itemized list of all the 
contributors, as they already appear in other reports. 

It would be proper in this report to make some special mention of the indi- 
viduals and churches that have contributed so liberally, of the brethren in 
other Synods who have paid their ten and twenty-five dollar subscriptions 
toward this work ; of the uniform courtesy with which the brethren welcomed 
us to their churches ; of the bright future for Midland College as viewed from 
the number of prospective students with whom we conversed in our travels; 
but we refrain from burdening the Synod with any further reference to this 
work, except to subjoin a summarized statement of our monthly reports from 
the first of June, 1890, to the twenty-first of October, 1890.

Report of Committee on Midland College. . 
Pending the reception of this report, Dr. J. A. Clutz, Presi- 
dent of Midland College, was asked to speak on the present 


condition and prospects of the institution. 


Your Committee to whom the interests of Midland College were referred, 
would report: 

1. That the College building costing $26,000 has been entirely paid for by 
the city of Atchison, and together with the campus of 20 acres, now belongs 
to the Board of Education absolutely free of encumbrance. 

2. During the year $500 worth of scientific apparatus and other needed 
supplies, also several hundred volumes of books for the library, have been 
donated by friends. The institution is still in need of increased facilities, and 
is kindly commended to the consideration of all. 

3. Eight rooms for students have been furnished by friends, at a cost of $50 
each. Twelve rooms remain unfurnished, which. will no doubt be needed 
during the year. We would recommend the worthy object to congregations, 
Sundey®thools, Missionary Societies, or individuals. 

4. The attendance of students is larger this session than it was last year at 


” the same time, which is cause for gratitude. We recommend that all pastors 


and laymen be urged to use their influence to increase this number by recom- 
mending Midland College to all seeking a thorough education. 

5. With heartfelt gratitude to God, we call attention to the generous en- 
dowment of the President's chair by our sainted brother, Rev. Geo. D. Got- 
wald. With deep regret we note that only $200 have been pledged towards 
the Kansas Synod Endowment Fund. We recommend that Rev. T. F. Dorn 
blaser, Rev. F. M. Porch, and Mr. H. L. Lark, be appointed as a standing 
committee to prosecute this work.

ervation of life and strength. 
Ten years ago we met at Bunker Hill. Then we were seven, our total 


dred members, and as you look over this assembly you will see at this tenth 
annual convention twenty-eight delegates and visitors. 
There is great encouragement in this fact, not only for us assembled here, 
but for the future. 

Of a certainty, the foundation laid was good, and the growth steady. 
We most sincerely hope and pray that qur coming together may be very 
profitable to us individually as well as collectively, and that we may separate 
with the feeling that we have been blessed spiritually and have been strength- 
ened and prepared to press forward and upward. 
Let us pray that our zeal and activity in mission work may be intensiGed, 
that our hearts’ desire may be the salvation of souls.

‘There have been several necessary changes made during the year. Mrs. 
Cromer, who was appointed Chairman of the Literature Committee, felt her- 
self too heavily burdened with home work to permit 1 to serve in tha 

, and, therefore, resigned. 

Ms. Ella C. Beegle kindly accepted the position, though she too felt bur. 
dened with a weight of responsibility and cares. 

You all know her work and how well it has been pertortped, and will hear 
more fully of it in the report, but you do not know how many times she has 
cheered and encouraged the heart of your President. My pen refuses to go 
on, unless I stop to pay her a tribute of praise. She hag been to me most 
considerate and helpful, and the remembrance of her Christian fellowship and 
kindliness in this year’s work will ever be most gratefully cherished. She 
has taught us the use and benefit of a Literature Committee, and with the aid 
of her Committee has brought that special work into great prominence. Al- 
low me to express my very high appreciation of this Committee and its work. 

The resignation of Mrs. W. F. Rentz as Treasurer was regretfully accepted 
in the early part of the second quarter, ill-health preventing her from filling 
the position longer. Mrs. A. M. Porch was appointed to fill the vacancy thus 
caused. She has been a faithful and efficient officer—ever ready to assist in 


and consult about the work. Whenever we turned to her for advice and aid | 


she quickly responded. She has been a co-worker indeed. 
I have been ably supported by all the officers. It has lightened the burden 
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of responsibility to be associated with laborers who were so charitable and 
kind. | 
I want to assure you all that your readiness to assist me, your lenient criti- 
cism of my work, and your charity for my faults, have been most highly ap- 
preciated. 

In April, letters were received from the President and Secretary of the N. 
W. Conference, inviting the women of the district to meet with them in Con- 
ference at Ellsworth. 

Believing it would be for the advancement of the work, a call was issued 
and an explanatory letter sent to each Auxiliary within the bounds of the 
Conference, requesting that a delegate be sent. There were so few who were 
able to respond to the call, that the meeting was abandoned. 

The gentlemen had most kindly offered us part of their time, and it certainly 
would bave been beneficial had we met. Would it not be practicable to en- 
deavor thus to meet each year? The expense of traveling would be small, 
but we believe the results would be great. 

In the conduct of the Synodical work, I have written one hundred and 
fifty-four letters, and seventy-five postal cards. This, of course, would not 
have been sufficient had I been obliged to depend upon these alone to ex- 
press my wishes and desires. 

The * Synodical Reporter” having been established, and the first number 
issued in April, there was no longer a necessity of correspondence with auxili- 
aries, unless some special work demanded it. Through the columns of this 
little paper, not only the President of the Society, but all the officers, com- 
municated with each member of the Auxiliaries. Not only that, the Litera- 
ture Committee was enabled to present its work, and explain more fully than 
would have been possible by letter writing. 

The establishment of the ‘Reporter was the most laborious task of the 
year. The undertaking was an entirely new one to us, consequently difficult. 
With the kind assistince of friends and the help of God, we succeeded in be- 
ing ready with the first number at the close of the second quarter. To Mrs. 
M. J. Schauer, and the late Rev. G. D. Gotwald, I feel myself very greatly 
indebted in this matter. I should not have had the courage to make the 
attempt, nor knowledge of procedure, without these two good friends. Both 
gave great encouragement and assistance. 

Bro. Gotwald was a staunch friend of the project from the beginning, firmly 
believing it would improve and advance our work. He lost no opportunity 
to gather necessary information upon the minor points in the establishment of 
4 paper, @ well as the more important ones. All such information was 
promptly communicated, to the benefit of the undertaking. His interest in the 
project was unflagging. It was be that suggested the name the paper bears. 
Without the encouragement and advice received from him, the Kansas Synod- 
ical Reporter would never have had an existence. 
Alas! by the time the project had assumed form and life, and the paper 
aM. 
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sleep which knows no waking. How good and noble he was!—a perfect 
type of Christian manhood. Among his many excellent characteristics, none 
were more prominent than the one which enabled him to render assistance 
and encouragement, and develop talents possessed by any. The assertion is 
neither too broad nor sweeping, that no one ever was associated with him 
without being the better. | 

By his death we feel we have lost a personal friend, our Synodical 
Society an interested and enthusiastic sympathizer. The women always 
found him ready with sympathy, kindness and financial aid. 

He was well acquainted with our work, and knew our workers. We 
mourn his death and sadly note his absence from Synod. It is very fitting 
that we hold a service in memory of one who was so beloved and useful. 

We believe the paper has done good. If in no other particular, it has at 
least stimulated Societies to be more prompt with their reports. 

It has brought us néarer together—we do not feel so cut off from other 
Societies. The testimony of the Executive Committee is that it has been a 
bond of union between them, and in a measure supplies the lack of meeting» 
We have been too widely separated to hold even one meeting during the 
year. We spoke of and longed for such meeting. Though we endeavored 
to arrange for one, we were not successful. We realize that the paper is im- 
perfect; we are well aware there are many things which can be criticised. 
Bear in mind please it is the beginning, and if it continues to exist can and 
should be improved. More money will produce better results. 

We sincerely hope you have found it so helpful and desirable that you will 
be unanimous in favor of its continuance. The change of officers will give it 


| mew and bright thoughts, and your encouragement will start it on another 


year full of vigor. 

I would recommend to you the continuance of the Reporter in its present or 
enlarged form, and also that it be conducted as the cia organ of the Synod- 
ical Society. | 

I would also recommend that such Auxiliary Societies as feel themselves 
incapable of expending any money for literature be furnished suitable and ne- 
cessary, help by the Literature Committee at the expense of the Synodical So- 
ciety, We do not believe any Society would declare itself unable to buy lit- 
erature unless compelled to. 

Let me also recommend that each and all of the Auxiliaries hold at least 
one public meeting during the year; select a certain day or month—the last 
month of the Synodical year is a good time--and hold the meeting at that 
time. There will not then be a disposition to procrastinate, but the day being 
settled, preparations wil] be made and the work found less burdensome. 

Where it is possible, organize the young people into Societies and the chil 
dren into Bands. These Young People’s Societies require the fostering care 
of the older Society. 

Art. 4 of the By-laws, adopted at Atchison last fall, should be amended. As 


‘it stands, it is in conflict with Art. 7 of the Synodical Constitution. Our 
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By-laws deprive Synodical officers and members of the Executive Committee 
of a right to vote in the election of officers. 
The Synodical Treasurer has never been supplied with a suitable book in 
which to keep the accounts of the Society. A book should be procured that 
will be of size and durability to serve for many years. 
I ask your indulgence for any lack of parliamentary knowledge. 
In conclusion, let me add these beautiful lines on sowing and reaping,’by 

Christina Rosetti :
